Pride, Dignity Underscored

Her name was Kathleen Har- 
ris, but to countless Eastside 
area people, she was affec- 
tionately known only as the 
“Little Old" dignified news- 
paper woman. 

Mrs. Harris, who avidly sold 
advertisement for four differ- 
ent black oriented newspapers 
over a period of 40 years or 
more, closed out life's final 
account early Saturday at the 
age of 85. She expired at Grant 
Hospital after an extended 
illness. 

During her extensive news- 
paper career, Mrs: Harris liter- 


ally outlived the Coldmpic 
Advocate, The Ohio State 
News, and The Ohio Sentinel. 
At the time of her death, $he 
was the senior salesperson on 
the Advertising staff of the 
Columbus edition of the CALL 
& POST Newspapers. i 
Although in declining health 
for several months;Mrs. Harris 
insisted on continuing servic- 
ing her numerous advertise- 
ment accounts until she céuld 
‘no longer drive her car. 


Born in Radner, Va., in 1898, 
Mrs. Harris had resided in 
Columbus since 1905. After 


completing public school edu- 
cation, she attended Ohio 
State University and Wilber- 
force University at Wilberforce, 
Oh. It was at Wilberforce that 
she became acquainted with 
William O. Walker, the late pub- 
lisher of The CALL & POST. As 
a student at Wilberforce, 
Walker recalled frequently hav- 
ing visited the home of Mrs. 
Harris in 1916. 

Before launching her news- 
paper career, Mrs. Harris 
worked at Wilberforce Univer- 
sity compiling a book of a mil- 


lion names, and later served as

She was a niece of the late 
AME Church Bishop everdy 
Ransom of Wilberforce, 
became the wife of the late 
George Barnett Sr.,the founder

Until the death of her 
mother, Ella Thomas, several 
years ago, Mrs. Harris devoted 
her life to caring for Mrs.

Park, and Danniea S. Sanders, 
5, of 1276 E. 16th Ave., died 
after drowning in a shallow 
river at the Buffalo Run Park; in 
Loudenville, about 87 miles 
from Columbus. 

While parents and neighbors 
of the children are worried 
about the fupire saféty of the 
areas, park Officials say they 
are working on safety devices 
to prevent fufure incidents.

Races for the two unexpired 
terms for the Franklin County 
Municipal Court will highlight 
the judiciary campaign leading 
up to the Nov. 8 general 
election. 

Two Republicans and one 
Democrat, ati incumbents, are 
unopposed for three full terms. 
They are: Steven B. Hayes tor 
__termc 
H.-Alfred Gtascor for term 
beginning Jan. 3, 1984, and 
Richard H. Ferrell, whose term 
commences Jan. 1, 1984. 

For the unexpired term end- 
ing Jan. 2, 1986, Robert M. 
Wasylik, Republican incum- 
bent, is opposed by Ronald L. 
Solove, Democrat. 

In the race for the unexpired 
term,ending Jan. 4, 1986 are 
Charles R. Petree II, Republi- 
can incumbent, and Suzanna 
D. Walker, Democratic 
challenger. 

Candidates for judgeships 
are the only ongs running in 
countywide campaigns. How- 
ever, like all other city elec- 
tions, the judiciary candidates 
are elected as non-partisans. 

Glascor, the only black 
among judges running, has the 
distinction of running without 
opposition on two consecutive 
elections. But even though he's 
getting a free ride all the way, 
the former successful trial law- 
yer can be expected to blaze 
the campaign trail as though 
he had strong opposition. 

Although Petree is making 
his first run for a countywide 
elective office, he is not to be 
reqarded as a stranger on the

tele that remained steadfast 
down through the years. In 
placing advertisement, they 
relied on her wisdom, fully 
aware that she-would insist on 
being paid in advanceor on bil- 
ling date. 

A very private person,-Mrs. 
Harris vigorously refused to 
share her personallife with ret- 
atives, friends or her co- 
workers. She so closely 
guarded her age that she even 
refused to signup for Social 
Security after far past the eligi- 
ble age, and she rejected char- 
ity with a fanatic passion, Her 
only involvement in charity 
was when she was on the giv- 
ing end, a former associate 
said. 

And contrary to knowledge- 
able: advice, she bought two 
new Cars within two years, pay- 
ing cash for both vehicles. 
Incensed by remarks that she 
was driving a “Jitterbug” type 
car, she returned it to the 
dealer and exchanged for a 
more conventional auto. 

During collections, the Little 
Old newspaper woman, was 
the victim of numerous robber- 
ies, purse snatching and car 
break-ins by hoodiums. She 
would stubbornly refuse to 
report her loss, even though it 
was covered by the company 
insurance. Instead, she would 
use her personal funds to cover 
the company loss, Amos Lynch 
recalls. 

Two of the robbery incidents 
which Lynch remembers best 
occurred several years ago. 
Mrs. Harris became so fierce 
when a hood snatched her bag 
on Wilson Ave., that she 
chased him down alleys and 
through a neighboring house 
and continued her hot pursuit 
until the thief threw the loot 
down and intensified his break- 
neck speed. 

On the other occasion, an 
eyewitness to her bag snatch- 
ing was stunned when she 
refused to call police after he 
told her that he knew the hood 
and would testify for her in 
court. In rejecting the offer, she 
said let him go, he probably 
needed the money. 

Although independent to the 


point of being detrimental to 
herself, Kathleen Harris was a 
woman of profound dignity. 
She retained this same inde- 
pendence, pride and dignity 
until her last breath. 

She formerty-resided at 858 
E. Long St., and was once an 
active member of St. Paul AME 
Church. More recently, she 
attended-the-BrentneltChurch 
of Christ Apostolic Faith. Elder 
Earnest Hardy, the pastor, offi- 
ciated at her final rites Tuesday 
in a service that reflected the 
dignity that underscored the 
life of the “Little Old" news- 
paper woman, Kathleen Harris.
